Some- 
times the spirit is willing, but the flesh is 
weak, and sometimes the spirit itself re- 
bels. 

A woman who was the inother of twclve 
children brought up her sons and daugh- 
ters to honor and love her. She was a 
model wife, friend and neighbor. Years 
after when her boys and giris had grown 
n p and scattered she confessed, "I did 
used to get dreadfully tired of my chil- 
dren !" She was a faíthful inother in 
spitc of the fceling, perhaps bettcr be- 
cause of her perception of it, but she was 
a woman fírst, and it was hard to forget 
that. 

"Job's comforters" coine aronnd, say- 
ing : "Think how badly you woultl feel if 
you lost them ! Think how you will re- 
gret the trouble when they are grown up 
solemn men and women !" All that is 
truc enough, though, like some other 
truths, no present relief. But when the 
infliction is worst, it might afford a little 
help to consider what a wonderful mercy 
it is that children do have such an abun- 
dant stock of aggressive energy to slart 
with ! What a help it is in the chances 
and changes of this troublesomc life ! It 
is the energètic, enthusiastic man who 
keeps a bold front and a stcadfast soul in 
the world's battlcfields.
